WASHINGTON, Sept 9 (Reuters) - A U.S. senator has asked the Energy Department to revoke ■ recent order 
authorizing energy companies to continue exporting Hquefied natural gas from Alaska to Japan and other 
Pacific Rim markets. 

The department approved a request this summer from ConocoPhillips and Marathon Oil for authority to export up to 
98.1 billion cubic feet of natural gas to Japan and other Pacific Rim countries through March 2011. 
The super-cooled LNG would be shipped from the LNG export terminal in Kenal, Alaska. 

However. Democratic Sen. Ron Wyden of Oregon said that with Americans forecast to pay 22 percent more tor natural 

aas to heat their homes this winter, those Alaskan supplies need to slay jn t he U.S. market 

"The administration is trying to have it both ways - arguing that we need to drill everywhere because we donl have 

adequate energy supples, while finding that we have so much energy that bkj oil companies can export it overseas and 

keep prices here at home higher than they would otherwise be," Wyden wrote in a letter to U.S. Energy Secretary Sam 

Bodman. 

The senator said there are new LNG import terminals along the West Coast that could receive the LNG. 

The amount of Alaskan LNG that would be exported is enough to heat 1 .4 million American homes a year, according to 

Wyden. 

Under federal law, any company that wants to export LNG must first obtain Energy Department permission to ensure 
the export would not harm U.S. energy supplies. The department has said allowing the LNG exports to continue "will 
not be inconsistent with the public interest" 

"It is hard to see how the department concluded that the proposed export of Alaskan natural gas met the required 
public interest test with regard to either Alaskan or tower-48 energy needs." Wyden said. 
Officials at the Energy Department were not immediately available to comment, 

LNG is natural gas altered for transportation aboard special tankers. When cooled to minus 259 degrees Fahrenheit 
(minus 162 Celsius), the gas changes Into liquid and shrinks to less than 1 /600th of its original volume.

Subject: MMS 5 year plan - DRAFT Governor Comments 

MMS is soliciting input from interested and affected parties on whether to begin a new 5-year Outer Continental 
Shelf Oil and Gas Leasing Program for mid-2010 to mid-2015. The current 5-year program covers July 2007 
through June 2012. The new 5-year program would potentially address those areas that are currently restricted 
from leasing by Congressional Moratoria but were removed from Presidential Withdrawal back in July, and MMS 
is soliciting comments on those particular areas. 

Although Alaska's interests for OCS development were addressed in Governor Murkowski's November 22, 2006 
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letter to MMS and generally included in the existing 5-year plan, it is important that the State respond to MMS's 
solicitation and again demonstrate support for leasing in the Alaska OCS areas (Beaufort Sea, Chukchi Sea, 
Cook Inlet, Hope Basin, Norton Basin, North Aleutian Basin). 

Attached is a draft letter addressing the State of Alaska's support for the MMS leasing programs. Facts within the 
letter have been checked. Reference material may be downloaded from the MMS 5-year program website at 
http://www.nTms.gov/5%2Dyear/. This letter is intended and expected to be issued under Governor Palin's 
signature. The MMS comment deadline is Monday September 15, so please consider this a high priority turn 
around - 1 need to have your comments by tomorrow morning, Thursday September 11. 9:00 AM. Once I 
am able to incorporate the edits, I will get the letter to the Governor's Office for circulation and signature. 

I do apologize for this short turn-around on this issue. I learned of the opportunity to comment just recently, and 
am working hard to make sure Alaska asserts itself appropriately and at Hie right time.

> The Division of Oil and Gas held a geothermal lease sale for the Mt. 

> Spurr area today, bringing in bids totaling over $3.5 million. A 

> total of 36,057 acres divided into 16 tracts ranging in size from 

> 250 to 2560 acres were sold. All of the tracts offered received 

> bids. Ormat Nevada, Inc. was the highest apparent bidder for all but 

> one of the tracts, beating out bids on four tracts by Iceland 

> America Energy, Inc. Two tracts where there were known "hot 

> spots," received bids of $600 per acire totaling $2.9 million.

> The sale area includes state-owned uplands along the southern flank 

> of Mt. Spurr generally east of Chakachamna Lake and north of 

> Chakachatna River. The sale area is located about 40 miles west of 

> the village of Tyonek and northwest of Trading Bay on the west side

> This was the first geothermal sale for the State of Alaska since the
